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Eilection Indications.

The figures of the election in Pennsyl-
vania seem to us o indicate the election
of the Democratic candidate, though the
Philadelphia morning newspapers declare
the opinion that Baily is elected by a
small plurality. The vote has been
light, and owing to the mild degree of
interest felt in the election, is but
meagrely reported. The light pluralily
of Baily in Philadelphia ought to be
overcome in the state, where Wolfe has
developed great strength. It appears
that he has received more of the Demo-
cralic vote than was expected, but
there is no reason to suppose from
the returns that any very large parl of
his vote came from Democrats, and
as DPhiladelphia has done beller than

ras feared for our ticket we have a fair
confidence that it will finally appear to
have been elected,

If, however, Baily has been chosen it
will only be a reprieve of the Republican
bosses,  The great vote polled by Wolfe
in his hasly and impetuous canvass,
shows the feeling among Republicans Lo
be ripe for revolt against ring rule. It
only needs leadership to make it effect-
ive. Iu this canvass the majority of the
opponents of the machine were caught
napping and allowed themselves to be
bound hand and foot and to be dragged
along in the ricg procession, because of
their timidity and their failure to realize
the strength which a movement in rebel-

lion would have. When Wolfe drew Lhe
sword he was deserted by those who had
been acting wilhh him and whose hearts
were with him, because they thougit
him foolhardy. The anti-inachine news-
papers ranj up the name of Baily, and
Wolfe was left to fight his baitle with
but a corporal’s guard around lhim.
Every man who voled for him has shown
his independence of the parly leaders ;
and around this important nucleus will
gather all the time serving reformers,
who are for reform whenever they see a
fair prospect of its suceess, and all of
that other class who are reformers when
it pays.  Wolfe heads a foree which ean-
nol coalesee with the Republican party
under its present leader, and which
must break them down before Republi-
can union ean come again,

In New York no less than in Penn-

sylvania is the Republican  party
severed.  The Democeratic suceess there
is based upon the diisaffection in

the ranks of its opponents. The can-
didate upon the Republiean ticket who
was particular obnoxious to the stalwart
elem ul of the party has been ent so
many voles as to show clearly that his
defeat was preimeditated and determined
by the clement of the party which
claiins the president asone of its leaders,
but which, under Garfield's reizn. was
comverted into a minority.

In Virginin. where the battle was
most tiereely fought. the Republican
party disappeared as an organization,
bat its voters were thrown by the influ-
ence of the administration intothe ranks
of the debt-scalers or ** Readjusters.”
This was doue in parl to buy the vote
of Mahone in the Senate, but mainly
on the growmnd that it was good party
policy to defeat the resular Democratie
organizatien, which commilted itself
to the honest payment of the slate debt.
There was no honesty in the position of
the party with wlaeh the Republieans co-
aleseed nor was there any honest impulse
to the coalition. The Republican lead-
ers in the nation have been loudly pro-
claiming their devotion to the preserva-
tion of the credit of state and nation,
and have freely accused the Demo-
cravic parly of a purpose {o repudi-
ate the mational debt, It is there-
fore patenlly dishonest in a lepub.
lican addministration to exhibit itself in
alliance with the debt repudiators or re-
aldjusters of Virginia. This attitude
Arthur took in removing the IRepublican
postmasterat Lynchburg andappointing
a Mahone Confederate in his stead. No
indication could be more distinet of the
prineiple, or Lick of principle, that will
guide his adiministration. It isthat same
dictate of present expedieney which goy-
erns every politician of low degree,

The Republican party of the country
cannol be kepl together under such con
duct. A parly won't follow men for-
ever, wilhout minding the principles
they profess. The Reputlican voters have
been doing it for a good while, but they
are now drifting apart. The party must
be reconstructed, and first must disinte-
grale and give way to the Democracy.
Lt is not possible for it to avoid this fate.
IL is one that meets old parties and all
old things in their sere and vellow leaf.

The Election in Lancaster,

Iu this city there is nothing particu-
larly surprising in the result. Mr.
Baily has a small plurality, although
Wolfe polled 262 votes, of which most.
of course, came from the Republican
side, albeit the odd 63 are as likely as not
to have been cast by Demoecrats, from
all we can learn. The vote was light,
being scarcely two-thirds of «a full poll.
In such a light turnout no result can
have any significance, and it will be re-
membered that in 1879, at a similar elec-
tion, the Republicans earried the city by
nearly 300, while at the following mu-
nicipal election, three months later, the
Demoerals swept the town by over 800
majority, although the Republican nom-
inee for mayor was heartily supported
by both Republican daily newspapers
and recommended for eleclion by hun-
dreds of the leading citizens of his party.
General apathy prevailed to such an ex-
tent yeslerday that it was onily a ques-

tion of which party would more
generally stay at lome: the Re-
publicans, having the advantage

of the inside wards, improved it to get
their vote out with more facility than
the Democracy, especially in the Second
ward, where their** best workers ” were
busy and eflicient. In the city generally
a great many Democralis were - away
from town and thought it scarcely worth
while to come home to vole in# an off
year;” and in the Seventh and Eighth
wards, Democralic strongholds, the bad
weather and prevailing indifference pre-
vented a large poll. The Democracy of
the Ninth fairly carry off the honors by

a handsoine majority for Noble, and in
the Fifth the Republican majority is
fiereely eut down, largely by the aid of
Wolfe Republicans. These are the most
notable features of the result. which, as
we have said, on the whole, issignificant
of nothing except that the lighter the
vote the more nncertainand insignificant

i3 the outeome.

More Treasury Scandals.

The investigation of the Evans-Hinds
scandal in the sixth anditor’s oflice, somo
details of which have been published, has
been taken up at the treasury department.,
The high counection of Miss Hinds and
the hitherto respectable character of Major
Edward J. Evans have made the examina
tion of & private nature.  Itisknown, how-
ever, that John E, Reeside, Lreasury em-

ployyce, testifiecd under oath  that
money was paid Major Evans for
furnishing outside attorneys a1 list
of balances duec postmasters, npon

which list claims were filed agaiust the
government. Major Manton, a elaim
agent, paid the money. It is claimed
that his list of balauees is in the hand--
writing of Evans and was gotten up with
the understanding that the attorney fees
should be paid to Manton and that Lvans
was to bhava onehalf. In the woman
serape J. J. Boyd testified as has been al
ready reported relative to the usz of Evans’
room. In addition it was stated that on
last Thursday when Miss Hinds came to
work every lady in the room got up, put
on her things and went home. They re-
fused to remain in the same room with
her. It is also ‘in evidence that Tyner
took his sister-in-law to Euarope, wheie
they were absent two or three months.
Her name was borne on the rolls and she

“Waste Paper. "’

From July 1, 1878, to May 4, 1881,
waste paper ard pasteboard of the {reas-
ury department were sold to the amount of

5,002,066 ; during this period ro deposit
was made in the treasary on account of
said sales ; but money received thercfrom
was paid to the “custodian,”” who states
that he paid the nost of assorting out of
the proceeds, and kept the balance in his,
awaiting tustructions as to what disposition
should be made of it. Very soon after this
fact was discovered by the committee of
examiners, the attention of the chiefclerk
was called to the matter, and it was svg-
gosted that the money in the hauds of the
‘‘custodian’ ought to be deposited in the
treasury without furiher delay. This
was not done, however, until after the as-
sorters were paid for their services during
the month of May, 1881, when the sum of
$2,176,77, balance stated as on hand, was
deposited with the treasurer of the United
States.

followed by an action that might embuass
the prompt publication of the paper.  In
view of this, and in order to excreise con-
trol of theic own business, the proprictors
of the Mress take i mmediate chareo of the
composing room,  The compositors will
receive their usual weekly pay in the
eomnting room alter four o’clock,

“The proprictors of the rez¢ will also on
the next regular pay day pay the eom-
positons for the cnrrent week, in lieu of
notice.

* Compositors who have boen conneeted
with the oflice, and whoe wish to remain,
under the rules whieh will be established,
can make application at the counting
room,”’

This action was brought about by the
fact that mformation, the truth of which
was demonstrated, was reeeived, to tha
eflect that to-day, at midiight, the 7ress
proprietors woull be presented with a
contract, employing the printers in the
composing room for one year, and the al-
ternative of either signing it or at once
being depnived of the services of their em-
ployees,  No removal of the Press printers
had been contemplated, but a knowledge
of the fact that wmembers of the
Typographieal union proposed interfering
with the publication of the paper on clee-
tion night foreed the emploviment of non
winon printers, who were at onee broneht
into the oflice, although the removed men
were granted an opportunity to return to
their cases under the rules which will be
established,  Those who may not wish (o
return will be paid one week's salary with-
out any serviee being required of them,

THE FELECTION

IN TOWN AND COUNTRY

A Light Vote and Reduced Rapublican
Mujority.

The cleetion in this city yestenday was
certainly one of the quictest and most un.
eventlulever held, Gloomy weather brood-
ed over the town, and Coeneral Apathy
laed Tl command of the sitnation. A
few stragling poll commitieemen and the
parly comnmittees had charge of the tivkets
at Lthe polling places, but there was an en-
tive and highly creditable lack of the nsual
large foree of paid workers, beer mud
whisky, and other applianees to get out
the vote, and convert the doubtful,
Owing in some measure to this, and in
larger degree to the prevailing indilvy-
cnee to the issues involved there was 2
lizhit vote, little interest, seareely aay dis-
order,aml a small majority either way was
apparent {rom the beginning of the poll.

The Walle organization did all it under-
took to do in the city, and though no de-
monstration was miude at  the polls the
tickets were thoroushly distributed the
night before, and intelligent, independent
Republicans came to the polls with them
“ixed™ and fiemly voted them, being
watched with suspicion and guietly cursed
by the Republican workers. A consider-
able number of Demoerats in Laneaster
voled for Wolle, among them Me. Morti-
mer Malone, of the Sixth wanl, who tore
up the Demoeratic state ticket becanse he
said Noble was an “* tpange’ man : and
in the Second ward, Mr. George Soyder,
late & Demoeratie worker, procliimed
himself *“ an Independent voter™ and de-
monstrated it by voting for Wolfe and the
Republican county ticket, In the Fifth
ward the Wolfe vole was especially heavy.

The Repubiicans were active, most espe
peecially in the Second ward,and got ont o
fairly full vote there, eapturing the float.
ers, They felt somewhat exuberant over
capturing the eity, bat secing how light
the vole was, admitted that the result hid
no significanee, and were a good deal
crestiallen at Wolfe's big vote and Baily's
small majority in the county.

The Demoerats were generally apathetie
and wailed in vain for their vote to come
oat, apparently taking most interest in
the tight of the Republiean factions. The
party lost several hundred votes by Lhe
absence of members of it from the city,
Complaint was made by the workers that
some prominent moembers of the marty
failed to take any interest in the clection,
Street Commissioner Trewitz not going to
thke polls and State Convention Delesate
AL AL Danlap being out of town.

The retarns were awaited Iast night
with a good deal of interest by a large
number of people who had to go to bed
withont getting any information except
Republican claims which the figures did
not justify.

In the city generally  * judiciary
tickets were on haand for sneh Demoerats
as desired to vote for Judge Livingston,
there being no Democratie eandidate for
Judge, A number of Jawyers amd some
others availed themselves of the opporiu
nity, but not nearly somany as had bLeen
expected, as Judge Livingston only rans
o) abead of his party vote for anditor and
32 aliead of the joint vote of Baily and
Wolte, Republican candidstes for state
treasarer,

The Greenbacl and Temperanee eandi-
dates for state treasnrer were badly
*lefl ™ in this eity, Tackson, €., had 1
vote each in the First, Second aud Third
wards, and 2 each in the Sixth, Seventh
and Ninth ; there was 1 Temperance vote
in the Second ward. [Inthe Third ward
Chas, S. Wolfe had 3 votes for judge.

Throughout the ¢ winty there was a very
light poll,  The Columbia Democracy
carry the banner, and lead the march with
a noble majority of over a hundied for the
Demoeratie ticket. Well done, brethren !

The Wolfe people did very well in the
conoty and justified their own voles amd
other people’s expectatinns.  In Warwick,
Eden, Maytown, Earl, Rohrerstown, Mil-
lersville, Salisbury, Sporting ITill and
Strasburg borough especially the Indepen-
dents fought bravely and deserve eredit,
In West Farl the Demoerats scem to have
voted for Wolle.  Eden aud Sporting ITill
take the eake, according to nnmbers, for
adecided Wolfe vote,

Light as the Democratic vote in the conn-
Ly was, the Republican majoritv is great
ly cut down aud will hardly reach 4,300
In his own town, Mt. Joy, the Demoeratic
dandidate for commissioner ran 53 ahead
of the state ticket. In Maytown some
Cameron Demoerats voted for Baily, and
will not be forzotten,

We print tables showing the vote, on
all the nominations, in this eity, by wards,
and the vote of the county, by districts,
for Noble, Baily and Wolfe.

The Majurity in the County.
Our table of returns from the distriets
in this county is complete, execept from

the four districts of Clay, Indiantown,
Fulton and Little Britain. Without

these districts the vote of the county
stands: Baily, 9,362; Noble, 5.437;
Wolfe, 1,461. Of the places to be heard
from we estimate Clay 130 for
Baily, 10 for Noble, 5 for
Wolfe ; Fulton 190 for Baily, 100 for No-
ble.
